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TO  RECIPIENTS  OF  WATER  SUPPLY  OUTLOOK  REPORTS: 


Most  of  the  usable  water  in  western  states  originates  as  mountain  snowfall.  This  snowfall  accumulates  during  the  winter 
and  spring,  several  months  before  the  snow  melts  and  appears  as  streamflow.  Since  the  runoff  from  precipitation  as  snow 
is  delayed,  estimates  of  snowmelt  runoff  can  be  made  well  in  advance  of  its  occurrence.  Streamflow  forecasts  published 
in  this  report  are  based  principally  on  measurement  of  the  water  equivalent  of  the  mountain  snowpack. 

Forecasts  become  more  accurate  as  more  of  the  data  affecting  runoff  are  measured.  All  forecasts  assume  that  climatic 
factors  during  the  remainder  of  the  snow  accumulation  and  melt  season  will  interact  with  a resultant  average  effect  on 
runoff.  Early  season  forecasts  are  therefore  subject  to  a greater  change  than  those  made  on  later  dates. 

The  snow  course  measurement  is  obtained  by  sampling  snow  depth  and  water  equivalent  of  surveyed  and  marked  locations  in 
mountain  areas.  A total  of  about  ten  samples  are  taken  at  each  location.  The  average  of  these  are  reported  as  snow 
depth  and  water  equivalent.  These  measurements  are  repeated  in  the  same  location  near  the  same  dates  each  year. 

Snow  surveys  are  made  monthly  or  semi-monthly  from  January  1 through  June  1 in  most  states.  There  are  about  1,900  snow 
courses  in  Western  United  States  and  in  the  Columbia  Basin  in  British  Columbia.  Networks  of  automatic  snow  water 
equivalent  and  related  data  sensing  devices,  along  with  radio  telemetry  are  expanding  and  will  provide  a continuous 
record  of  snow  water  and  other  parameters  at  key  locations. 

Detailed  data  on  snow  course  and  soil  moisture  measurements  are  presented  in  state  and  local  reports.  Other  data  on 
reservoir  storage,  summaries  of  precipitation,  current  streamflow,  and  soil  moisture  conditions  at  valley  elevations  are 
also  included.  The  report  for  Western  United  States  presents  a broad  picture  of  water  supply  outlook  conditions, 
including  selected  streamflow  forecasts,  summary  of  snow  accumulation  to  date,  and  storage  in  larger  reservoirs. 

Snow  survey  and  soil  moisture  data  for  the  period  of  record  are  published  by  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  by  states 
about  every  five  years.  Data  for  the  current  year  is  summarized  in  a West-wide  basic  data  summary  and  published  about 
October  1 of  each  year.

SNOW  COVER 

Snow  courses  measured  the  last  week  of  May  show  many  areas  of  Southern  Utah 
and  Uintah  Basin  had  no  snow  on  snow  courses  as  high  as  9,800  feet  in 
elevation.  Those  with  snow  range  from  19%  of  average  on  Parowan  Creek  to  255% 
on  the  Lower  Sevier-San  Pitch  area. 

Those  basins  with  snow  were  as  follows:  Bear  149%,  Ogden  184%,  Weber  194%, 

Provo  82%,  Utah  Lake  97%,  Black's  Fork  121%,  Duchesne  50%,  San  Rafael  184%, 
Beaver  122%,  and  Upper  Sevier  72%  of  the  June  1 average.  Snowmelt  began  about 
three  to  four  weeks  earlier  than  last  year. 

PRECIPITATION 

Precipitation  at  mountain  stations  ranged  from  7%  of  the  May  average  in  the 
southwestern  corner  of  the  state  to  about  150%  of  average  at  several  stations 
in  the  central  part  of  the  state.  Most  stations  on  the  Lower  Bear  and  Ogden 
Rivers  were  near  average  to  30%  above  average.  Upper  Bear,  Weber,  Provo  and 
Uintah  Basin  stations  were  50%  to  90%  of  average.  Most  stations  on  the  San 
Pitch  and  San  Rafael  were  average  to  150%  of  average.  Beaver  River  stations 
were  60%  to  70%  of  the  May  average  while  stations  south  and  east  of  the  Beaver 
received  only  7%  to  40%  of  the  May  average. 

SOIL  MOISTURE 


Watershed  soils  are  generally  wetter  than  average  except  on  the  Virgin,  Upper 
Sevier,  and  Blue  Mountains  of  Southern  Utah. 

RESERVOIR  STORAGE 


Storage  in  24  key  irrigation  reservoirs  is  now  122%  of  the  June  1 average  and 
94%  of  useable  capacity.  Many  reservoirs  are  full  and  spilling  and  most 
others,  except  possibly  those  in  souther  Utah,  are  expected  to  fill  in  early 
June.  Utah  Lake  is  5.2  feet  about  compromise  and  Great  Salt  Lake  is  4208.8 
feet  above  sea  level.

STREAMFLOW  FORECASTS 


Strearnflow  forecasts  for  the  May-July  period  now  range  from  54%  of  average  on 
Santa  Clara  to  1070%  for  the  Sigurd  to  Gunnison  reach  of  the  Lower  Sevier 
River.  Forecast  range  by  basins  is  as  follows:  Bear,  102%  for  Smith's  Fork 

to  211%  for  Bear  at  Randolph;  Ogden,  200%  for  South  Fork  to  214%  for  Pineview 
Inflow;  Weber,  129%  for  Oakley  to  268%  for  Lost  Creek;  Utah  Lake-Jordon  River, 
147%  for  Little  Cottonwood  to  338%  for  Hobble  Creek;  Tooele  Valley,  147%  for 
South  Willow  to  306%  for  Vernon  Creek;  Duchesne-Green  Rivers,  98%  for  Ashley

Most  Streams  have  had  their  snow  melt  peaks  and  are  now  receeding  except  where 
influenced  by  rain  showers. 

All  water  users  are  expected  to  have  average  to  above  average  water  supplies 
except  on  the  Virgin  and  smaller  streams  along  the  southern  border  of  the 
state.

PRECIPITATION  at  mountain  stations  ranged  from  56%  of  the  May  average  at  Stillwater 
Camp  to  155%  at  Tony  Grove  R.  S.  above  Logan. 

SOIL  MOISTURE  on  higher  watersheds  is  still  wetter  than  average  and  wetter  than  last 
year. 

RESERVOIR  STORAGE  is  above  average  with  all  but  Bear  Lake  full  and  spilling. 

STREAMFLOW  FORECASTS  now  range  from  102%  of  the  April -September  average  on  Smith's  Fork 
to  211%  for  the  May-July  average  for  the  Bear  at  Randolph.  The  Bear  River  is  forecast 
131%  at  State  Line,  180%  at  Woodruff,  and  151%  at  Harer,  Idaho,  Woodruff  Creek  140%, 

Big  Creek  197%,  and  Thomas  Fork  115%  of  average.  Logan  River  is  forecast  124%, 
Blacksmith  Fork  155%,  Little  Bear  148%  and  Cub  River  147%  of  average. 

Snowmelt  peaks  have  already  passed  and  streams  are  expected  to  receed  unless  caused  to 
rise  by  rain  showers.

THE  WATER  SUPPLY  OUTLOOK  REMAINS  ABOVE  AVERAGE  TO  WELL  ABOVE  AVERAGE 

SNOW  COVER  is  now  184%  of  the  June  1 average  on  the  Ogden  Basin  and  194%  on  the  Weber  Basin. 
Snow  remains  at  only  the  higher  elevations  and  is  less  than  half  as  much  as  last  year  at 
this  time. 


PRECIPITATION  at  mountain  stations  ranged  from  65%  of  the  May  average  at  Chalk  Creek  #3  on 
the  Weber  to  141%  at  Horse  Ridge. 

SOIL  MOISTURE  is  still  above  average  and  wetter  than  last  year  at  the  higher  elevations  of 
the  watershed. 

RESERVOIR  STORAGE  is  now  98%  of  capacity  and  109%  of  average  on  the  Ogden.  The  Weber  is  84% 
of  capactiy  and  93%  of  the  June  1 average.  All  reservoirs  will  fill  in  early  June. 

STREAMFLOW  FORECASTS  for  the  May-June  period  now  range  from  129%  of  average  for  the  Weber  at 
Oakley  to  268%  for  Lost  Creek.  The  Ogden  is  forecast  200%  of  average  for  the  South  Fork  and 
214%  for  Pineview  Inflow.  Weber  River  forecasts  are  as  follows:  133%  Rockport  Inflow,  137% 

at  Coalville,  183%  for  Chalk  Creek,  152%  for  Echo  Inflow,  268%  for  Lost  Creek,  245%  for  East 
Canyon  Creek,  169%  for  Hardscrabble  Creek,  and  171%  for  the  Weber  at  Gateway  for  the 
May-June  period.  Farmington  Creek  is  forecast  178%  of  the  May-July  period. 

Snow  melt  peaks  have  been  reached  and  all  streams  are  receeding  unless  rain  showers  cause 
additional  rises  in  early  June.

SNOW  COVER  ranges  from  82%  of  the  June  1st  average  on  Provo  River  to  118%  along  the  Salt 
Lake  Front.  Utah  Lake  tributaries  are  97%  of  average. 

PRECIPITATION  at  mountain  stations  ranged  from  49%  of  the  May  average  at  Vernon  Creek  to 
138%  at  Payson  Ranger  Station. 

SOIL  MOISTURE  at  higher  elevations  is  above  average  and  wetter  than  last  year. 

RESERVOIR  STORAGE  is  above  average.  Utah  Lake  is  now  5.2  feet  above  compromise  and  Great 
Salt  Lake  4208.80  feet  above  sea  level.  Strawberry  is  still  spilling. 

STREAMFLOW  FORECASTS  range  from  147%  on  Little  Cottonwood  and  South  Willow  to  338%  on 
Hobble  Creek  for  the  May-July  period.  The  Provo  River  is  forecast  170%  at  Hailstone  and 
191%  at  Deer  Creek  Dam.  American  Fork  is  forecast  176%,  Spanish  Fork  290%,  Payson  Creek 
317%,  Strawberry  Inflow  228%  and  Utah  Lake  Inflow  316%  of  average. 

Big  Cottonwood  Creek  is  forecast  164%,  Mill  Creek  255%,  Parleys  Creek  268%,  Emigration 
Creek  320%,  City  Creek  216%,  Settlement  Creek  254%,  and  Vernon  Creek  306%  of  average. 
Snowmelt  peak  flows  liave  occurred  on  all  streams  by  the  time  you  receive  this  publication.

SNOW  COVER  ranges  from  no  snow  on  the  courses  on  Strawberry,  Uintah-Whi terocks, 
Ashley,  and  Sheep  Creeks  to  91%  of  the  June  1 average  on  Black's  Fork. 

Lakefork-Yel lowstone  is  39%,  and  Rock  Creek  is  90%  of  average. 

PRECIPITATION  at  mountain  stations  ranged  from  43%  of  the  May  average  at  Mosby 
Mountains  to  130%  at  Daniels-Strawberry  Summit.  Most  sites  were  never  50%  of  the  May 
average. 

SOIL  MOISTURE  at  higher  elevations  is  above  average. 

RESERVOIR  STORAGE  is  above  average  with  Moon  Lake  and  Steinaker  full  and  spilling. 

STREAMFLOW  FORECASTS  for  the  May-July  period  now  range  from  98%  of  average  for  Ashley 
Creek  to  183%  for  the  Duchesne  at  Myton.  Other  Duchesne  River  forecasts  are  as 
follows:  123%  for  West  Fork,  119%  at  Tabiona,  117%  at  Duchesne,  and  178%  at 

Randlett. 

Strawberry  River  is  forecast  164%,  Current  Creek  181%,  Rock  Creek  102%,  Lakefork 
Creek  110%,  Yellowstone  Creek  100%,  Unitah  River  116%,  and  Whiterocks  River  112%  of 
average. 

Henry's  Fork  is  forecast  134%  and  Black's  Fork  136%  of  average.  Flaming  Gorge  Inflow 
is  forecast  116%  of  the  May-July  average. 

Most  streams  have  already  had  their  snow  melt  peaks  and  will  start  their  normal 
recession,  barring  any  rain  caused  peaks,  in  a week  or  two.

SNOW  COVER  ranges  from  60%  of  the  June  average  on  the  South  Fork  to  255%  on  the  Lower  Sevier. 
Beaver  River  snow  cover  is  122%  of  the  June  1 average. 

PRECIPITATION  at  mountain  stations  varied  from  9%  of  the  May  average  at  Duck  Creek  R.S.  to  140%  at 
G.B.R.C.  Meadows  on  Ephraim  Creek. 

SOIL  MOISTURE  is  drier  than  average  on  the  headwaters  of  the  Sevier  but  wetter  than  average  on  the 
Beaver  and  Lower  Sevier. 

RESERVOIR  STORAGE  is  above  average  with  most  reservoirs  full  and  spilling. 

STREAMFLOW  FORECASTS  range  from  112%  of  the  May-July  average  for  the  Sevier  at  Hatch  to  1070%  for 

the  Sigurd  to  Gunnison  reach.  Other  Sevier  River  forecasts  are  as  follows:  144%  at  Circleville, 

159%  at  Kingston,  281%  Antimony  Creek,  240%  for  East  Fork,  278%  for  Clear  Creek,  267%  for  Kingston 
to  Vermillion,  805%  for  Vermillion  to  Gunnison,  926%  for  Salina  Creek,  773%  for  Sevier  near 
Gunni son. 

Chalk  Creek  is  forecast  616%,  Oak  Creek  173%,  Chicken  Creek  250%,  Ephraim  Creek  780%,  Pleasant 
Creek  755%,  and  Salt  Creek  225%  of  the  May-July  average. 

Beaver  River  is  forecast  243%  near  Beaver,  233%  for  North  Creeks,  and  393%  for  Minersville  Inflow. 

All  streams  have  reached  their  snowmelt  peaks  by  this  time  and  are  expected  to  receed  but  many  are 

expected  to  have  higher  summer  flow  than  usual  because  of  the  high  peaks.

SNOW  COVER  was  present  at  only  Brian  Head  snow  course  when  measurements  were 
taken  May  25th  and  it  had  only  22%  of  its  June  1 average  and  7%  of  last  year 
at  this  time. 

PRECIPITATION  at  mountain  stations  varied  from  7%  of  the  May  average  at  Little 
Grassy  to  85%  at  Webster  Flat. 

SOIL  MOISTURE  is  below  average. 

RESERVOIR  STORAGE  in  Lake  Powell  is  less  than  last  year  with  1,912,000  acre 
feet  yet  to  fill.  Smaller  reservoirs  are  reported  as  not  full  and  below 
average  for  June  1. 

STREAMFLOW  FORECASTS  range  from  54%  of  average  for  Santa  Clara  Creek  to  196% 
for  Lake  Powell  Inflow.  Virgin  River  is  forecast  65%  of  average  at  Hurricane 
and  Coal  Creek  123%  of  the  May-July  average. 

Water  users  in  this  area  without  reservoir  storage  are  expected  to  have  short 
water  supplies  by  mid-season  this  year.
